An Inland Voyage.

CONTRIBUTION. 
a mas 
WORK IN EAST AND WEST. 


‘(By the Rev. W. E. VANDELEUR, M.A) 


FROM her foundation Trinity College, 
Dublin, has been sending out a 
stream of her sons, and of late years 
‘Wnughters, to carry her name aid fame 
to the ends of the earth, and those of us 
who can ¢laim a place among that great 
family are justly proud of our association 
with those who have made the name of 
Trinity not only great, but beloved, in 
Church and State. | 

The dignified and solemn beauty of the 
memorial to those who yave their lives 
during the Great War is a proof that the 
spirit of venture and sacrifice is-one to 
which Trinity pays réverent homage. At 
this time of year, wheu many are thinking 
specially of those who have venttired out. 
for the advance of the Kingdom of God in 
the non-Christian world, it may be ol 
interest to recall the names and work of 
‘a few who have, in this direction, brought 
honour to the name of Dublin University. 

The first among these in date was the 
Rev. Dr. Le Jan, who graduated in the 
year 1693, and afterwards took the degree 
of D.D. He is described in a report of 
the? Society for the Propagation oí the 
Gospel of 1700 as one of the Society's 
“choice missionaries.’’ With him, Robert 
Maule, M.A., worked in South Carolina 
among the English and Irish settlers, and 
helped to mitigate the lot of the slaves, 
who, in many cases, were regarded as 
hardly entitled to treatment as human 
beings. Both these men died at their 
post about the year 1717. To the same 
district came, in 1707, the Rev. G. 
Johnston, a Co. Mayo man, and Rector 
of Castlemore, a parish near Ballagha- 
dereen, in the diocese of Achonry; and 
with him came his curate, James Adams. 
Adams found “a lawless and barbarous 
people,” who, though calling themselves 
Quakers, had littl in common with the 
present representatives of the Society of 
l'riends, 
NEED FOR MORE WORKERS, 


We read of another graduate of Trinity 
as being at Philadelphia in 1742— the Rev. 
Robert Jenney, a Lurgan man, son of an 
Archdeacon of Armagh, who took’ his 
degree in 1709. In his letters home he 
mikes the same complaint as many of our 
present-day missionaries—the need for 
more workers. At that time and for 
forty vears afterwards America had no 
bishops of the Anglican Communion (there 
are now over one hundred). The Church 
was subject to the Bishop of London, and 
Rebert Jenney acted as his commissary. 
In one of his letters he refers to the visit 
of Whitefield, who set up a party in 
opposition to the existing Churches. 
Jenney describes how “this party hath 
affected the Presbyterians much more than 
ihe Church, not above two or three of 
character having leit us, but the Presby- 
fcrians are almost broken to pieces. '' 

In another letter of his in 1752 we find 
this comment on the relationship of 
Church and State: “ We may say of the 
Church in general in these parts, that it 
is more like to be no better than a too] to 
the politics of great men who are not 
always her friends, and scarcely ever 
longer than they can make her instru- 
mental in promoting their designs, which 
she cannot always fairly do. The 
Church of Jenney’s baptism was suffering 
then in like manner, and history tells the 
poignant story of the result in both cases 
of the Church “being made a tool to the 
politics of great men.’’ 

Mention might also be made of Richard 
Charlton, son of Captain Charlton, of Co. 
Longford, who graduated in 1726, and 
spent fifty-one years in ministerinz in 
New York. He died in 1777, a man re- 
garded, we learn from the obituary notes, 
“as steady in friendship, charitable to 
the distressed, hospitable to all... .. 
aeservedly esteemed by his flock, who con- 
sidered themselves as having lost. in him 
a common father and friend.” 

William Smith, B.A. arrived in Nassau 
in the Bahamas in 1733, and worked there 
until his death in 1741, regarded by his 
people as a diligent and worthy mis- 
sionary. We learn, teo, of the Rev. John 
Browne, of Mellifont, working in New 
Kngland. He is considered to be the 
prototype of Longiellow’s “ theologian ” 
in ‘his “ Tales of a Wayside Inn.” 


BERKELEY. 


No one who refers to these pioneers from 
Trinity in the eighteenth century can 
omit mention cf ‘the great George 
Berkeley, born in 1685, educated at Wil- 
kenny College and Trinity, Scholar and 
Fellow; Dean of Derry and Bishop of 
Cloyne. 

The eighteenth century has always heen 
a byeword for stagnation in the religious 
life of Britain. The Church sank to a 
feadiy torpor under the influence of 
Hanoverian materialism. A Hoadly az. 
a Walpole were examples of their age. 
this extremely unpromising environment 
Berkeley proposed his plan for placing a 
ecilege in Bermuda which could be used as 
a training place for the youth of A:nerica, 
Indians and Colonists 

Berkeley knew, as every one interested 
knew, that only too many of the clerzy 
of the American Church were quite un- 
fitted for their calling. He writes with 
regard to his proposal: “The youth 
of our English plantations might be them- 
selves fitted for the ministry, and men of 
merit would be then glad to fill the 
churches of their native country, which 
answer a drain for the very dregs and 
refuse of ours.” The men of American- 
Indian vace were to be trained ag 
evangelists, as “they would be the ablest 
ml propexest missionaries for spreading 
the Gospel among their own countrymen.” 
Derkeley proposed to exchange his 
Deanery of Derry, worth £1,000 a year, 
for the principalslhip of the new college. 
at £100. He persuaded three Fellows of 
Trinity—William Thompson, Jonathan 
Rogers and James King—to resign their 
Fellowship and accompany him, - 


THE MONEY NEVER CAME. 


At first the proposal was well received. 
The faith and wisdom of the Dean over- 
eame much of the cynical materialism of 
the great men ol that age. The Kinz 
cranted a charter to the proposed colleve : 
£5.000 was collected, and the Prime 
Minister assented to the allocation for 
the same purpose of £20,000 out of a fund 
of £80,000, which Queen Anne had in- 
iended for the endowment of four 
American bishoprics. The Dean went to 
America, and waited for two and a half 
years for the money which the Govern- 
ment had promised and voted. It never 
came. 

In fact, Walpole repudiated the arrange- 
ment, and added the sum to the dowry of 
one of the princesses. Two years after 
his return, in 1734, Berkeley was conse- 
evated Bishop of CTovne in St. Paul's 
Chureh. spending the remaining twenty 
years of his life in charge of that diocese, 

The spiritual forces known as the 
Evangelical Revival and the Oxford Move- 
ment had direct results in numbers of 
araduates from Trinity offering for service 
abroad. Among the better-known names 
after 1820 we find Robert Maunsell, who 
worked in New Zealand from 1835 to his 
death in 1894, being made an honorary 
LL.D. of ‘Trinity for his missionary 
and linguistic labours; and Thomas 
McClatchie, M.A., 1842, one oí the first 
Church Missicnary Society's missionarics 
to China, who did very important trans- 
lation work on the Bible, Praver book and 
ecoutroversial literature. William R. 
Armstrong, 4 ‘Tipperary man, who 
graduated in 1847, followed in the same 
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Gentlemen, The King!

Ghe New Dean of Armagh. 


The Rev. Chancellor Forde Tichborne, 
M.A., who, on Friday of this week, will 
be installed to the Deanery of Armagh, is 
one of the best-known ecclesiastical 
figures in Ireland. : 
The son of Mr. A. Tichborne, of 
Dublin, he attended Trinity College, where 
he took his B.A. degree in 1885, and his 
Mastership in Arts six years later. He 
was ordained as priest in 1887, and took 
up parish work in County Down. 

From 1900 to 1913 he was Rector of 
Armagh, and also held office as rural 
dean of Tynan, In 1925 he was appointed 
Chancellor of Armagh Cathedral. 

The Chancellor has also held the 
positions of chaplain to His Majesty's 
Prison at Armagh and to Armagh Work- 
house, and in 1915 he became Examining 
Chaplain to the Archbishop of Armagh. 
He is a man of wide cuitvre, and anis 
appointment is a popular choice, 


A Talented Irish Actress. 


Warm commendation of the acting of 

Miss Muriel Alexander, a talented Irish 
actress, has lately been given by. the 
London critics, and special praise is being 
extended to her at the moment because of 
her portrayal of Yolande Probyn in 
“Clara Gibbings,’”’ now running at the 
Vaudeville Theatre. 
Miss Alexander, who is a dauahter of 
Mr. George H. Marsh, formerly manager 
of the Empire Theatre, Dublin, was born 
in Dublin in 1898. She attended Lowther 
College, and studied at the Royal Academy 
of Dramatic Art before making her first 
appearance at Belfast in 1916 in ‘’ My 
America.” 

In 1920 she made her London déhut at 
St. Martin’s Theatre as Dot Carrington in 
‘Over Sunday," and since then has 
established her name in the theatrical 
world. She understudied that brilliant 
actress, the lute Megyie Albanesi, in 
“The Skin Game” and also Fay 
Compton in “‘The Cirele.” and in 1921 
played Fanny Willoughby in Barrie's 
‘‘Ouality Street.’’ 

Subsequently she toured with Matheson 
Lang. and played Muriel in “The 
Fake" at the London Apollo. Her 
favourite part is Peg in “Peg o’ My 
Heart,” in which she was a big success. 
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path. His service lasted thirty years, and 
he became the first Bishcp of North China.

Mr. Thomas Johnson is one of the few 
men of outstanding ability amonyst the 
new Senators. Now in his fifty-sixth 
year, he has a long record of practical 

activity in business 
and in the co-opera- 
tive and Labour 
movements, and his 
parliamentary experi- 
ence will make him 
an asset in what is 
virtually a new 

Senate. ; 
. For more than ten 
he has been 
ay most prominent 
Be ite among the 
fim chiefs of the Irish 
“ Labour Party, whose 
Secretary he has 
been since 1920. His 
talent for constructive work was shown on 
the Commission of Inquiry into Indastrial 
Resources of Ireland, the Executive of the 
White Cross Association, and the 
Mansion House Conference against Con- 
scription. In 1922 he was elected one of 
the Deputies for County Dublin, and was 
made leader of the Labour Party- and of 
the Opposition in the Dail, a position he 
filled with conspicuous success until the 
entry of the Fianna Fáil members and 
his defeat, through the superior strategy 


of President Cosgrave, last vear. 


In the Dáil he was the most con- 
scientious and hardest-worked man, oit- 
side the Government front bench: 
Regularity of attendance at the sittings 
and meticulous attention to the business 
before the House were the least of his 
services. Kxcept for occasional visits to 
the Abbey Theatre-—apparently his sole 
relaxation—his days and nights were given 
up aliogether to parliamentary affairs, and 
the results were seen in the thoroughness 
and care with which he invariably pre- 
sented his case. In the exacting and less 
showy “work of committees and commis- 
sions his services have been of a high 
order, and the Minority Report of the 
Agricultural Commission of 1924, of which 
he was the author, is an important con- 
tribution to a vital national problem. 
His chairmanship of the Committee on 
Public Accounts, where he had full scope 
to display his grasp of essentials, mastery 
of detail, and almost superhuman zeal, 
has left an enduring mark on State 
machinery. 


A Parliamentarian. 


Without the airs or graces of the orator, 

Mr. Johnson is an effective and well- 
informed debater. Calm and gestureless, 
he makes a careful selection of his words, 
and still the facts and figures 
bearing on his case. Behind his speech 
tliere is obvions searching for material, 
and this occasionally makes him appear 
to have a tendency to over-abstraction, 
especially since his illness of a couple of 
years ago, brought about by the strain of 
Opposition leadership. 
By no means a doctrinaire, Senator 
Johnson has very definite ideas on the 
funetions of parliamentary institutions. 
Almost alone in Iveland, he is a Pavrlia- 
mentarian on principle, and all his efforts 
are directed to making the parliamentary 
instrument act smoothly and efficiently. 
Amongst all parties there is a recognition 
of his sincerity, ability and industry, and 
general agreement that he is partly 
responsible, by his work from 1922 to 1997, 
for transforming the Ddil into a real 
legislative Chamber and effective organ of 
government,

: Carrickfergus. 


| C atrickfergus. 


Carrickfergus is one of the oldest and 
most historical towns in Ireland. It is a 
seaport of great antiquity and was a place 
of much importance in days long anterior to 
the rise of Belfast. In the twelfth century 
the ports of Ireland were chiefly in the 
hands of the Eastmen, descendants of the 
Danish invaders, and these towns were 
ull in a flourishing condition. It is said 
that the commerce of Dublin in those days 
rivalled even that of London, and Carrick. 
fergus, doubtless, shared in this general 
condition. It was at this port that 
Edward Bruce landed on his ill-fated 
expedition for the conquest of Ireland in 
1515, and here, we are told, he was 
crowned king of the island. A portion of 
the ramparts still remains, which indi- 
cutes the strength of the town when it was 
completely fortified. 

During the infancy of Belfast, and on 
up to the middle of the seventeenth 
century, Carrickfergus was the chief port 
for ships coming to the province of Ulster. 
It is still a wood port, with excellent 
quays, and fishing is also largely carried 
on. It once had a reputation for splendid 
oysters.

A RULER WITHOUT 
PLAYTIME. 


DUTY BEFORE PLEASURE 
IS THE KING’S RULE, 


———— 
BUT DUTIES NEVER CEASE. 
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(By S. STEWART DEWDEN.) 


ais of the sacrifices that King George 
has made to public duty has been his 
curtailment oí play. It was His Majesty 
himself who, a short while ago, rather 
sadly and wistfully confessed: '' I seem to 
have lost all my hobbies.”” They have one 
by one been given up or modified under 
the almost unprecedented pressure of the 
past ten years. 

When, as Prince George, he left active 
service with the Fleet, an official report 
said: ‘‘ Whatever he takes in hand he does 
with energy and decision, and he likes to 
see others working heartily.’’ 

It is this characteristic conscientiousness 
which has cost the King his richly earned 
playtime. We must not forget that there 
has not been a single year since he 
ascended the throne which has not been 
marked by deep anxieties and grave 
responsibilities; and King George is in- 
capable of enjoying recreations while 
there is work to be done. We have to turn 
back many centuries in British history 
for the instance of a Sovereign who has 
enjoyed so little playtime. 

As a fact, a little riding and a little 
writing are all that His Majesty has 
found possible for a long time past. 
Perhaps, the least known talent of the 
King is his facility at literary self- 
expression. At the outset of his naval 
career he kept a diary, and it has 
remained one of the happiest hours in his 
every. day when he can retire and set down 
events and impressions. Riding, however, 
must be regular if it is to contribute to 
the power to resist illness, while writing 
van scarcely be regarded as the relaxation 
which the King has needed, 


HIS IDEAL ROLE. 


When the late King Edward suggested 
that his son would make an excellent 
country squire, he showed himself to be 
an unerring judge of character. Such a 
position would have exactly suited the 
simple tastes of King George, and would’ 
have been good for his constitution. Two 
of his favourite pastimes also would have 
served him well in the rdle. Besides being 
a capital rider, he is a really crack shot ; 
in fact; there are few men to-day who 
possess such skill with the gun. 

The King is an adept at many pastimes, 
but they are nearly all the pursuit of a 
quiet and contemplative man. Like Mr. 
Coolidge, the King is a brother of the 
angle. He has often gone forth with rod 
and line and returned with a goodly 
basket of fish. His hobby for a rainy 
day has been another very tranquil 
study—that of foreign stamps, and his 
albums are among the most valuable in 
the world. It still happens that, when 
the duties of a day have been exceedingly 
heavy and tiresome, King George prefers 
to recapture his youth and good spirits by 
browsing among the stamps which he 
began to collect when he first went round 
the world in the Bacchante. 

When he is at Windsor, or Balmoral, 
there is just one home game which fas- 
cinates him, although it is the cause of 
good-humoured differences sometimes with 
his sons. His Majesty does not play 
cards, but is partial to a game of billiards, 
and is quite a formidable opponent with 
the cue. The billiard table is, however, 
too quiet for the Prince of Wales, and his 
Royal brothers are not enthusiasts; so 
onests and friends are usually the King’s 
rivals. 

THOUGHT FOR OTHERS. 


Yet, despite this, His Majesty takes his 
pleasures a little sadly. His advisers have 
often wished that it were otherwise, and 
his loyal subjects will agree with them. 
His hours of play since he came to the 
Throne have always been too few for his 
health. Even when he has made time, 
the King has somehow found it impossible 
to have no other thoughts but for his 
pleasure. 

“I fear that sometimes when I 
enjoying myself they are having rather 
a dull time.” was his comment once at 
Sandringham just before an entertainment 
had been planned for his dis 
traction. He was thinking of the work of 
tne staff engaged in the arrangements:

In the report of the sub-committee the 
first class of books destroyed is given ás 
‘treaties on philosophy and me which 
were definitely anti-Christian works.” Here 
we have the stamp of the Roman ‘ Index of 
Forbidden Books.” Does Christianity rest 
on such weak foundations that we are to be 
allowed to listen to no criticism of them’ I 
protest with all my might against identify- 
ing Christianity with such a cowardly and 
obscurantist policy. What is Christianity? 
There are many varieties of it, and I pro- 
test against any man’s legislating in favour 
of his variety against mine or anyone else's. 

Are the people of Galway to be allowed to 
know only the type approved of by the Arch- 
bishop of Tuam? Primitive Christianity 
believed in the geocentric theory - of 
astronomy; are we, therefore, to be pr» 
hibited from reading books which teach the 
heliocentric theory? Darwin's works on the 
origin of species, and on the evolutionary 
process in general, are contrary to Chris- 
tianity as generally understood and believed 
up to 1858 A.D. Are we not to be allowed 
to read such books? There is something 
greater and nobler than any existing form of 
Christianity or teligion or philosophy, and 
that is truth Ireland has fought long and 
patiently and determinedly for Et free- 
dom ; the time has come when she inust fight 
for intellectual freedom, freedom of study 
and research, freedom to examine all sides 
of a auestion, freedom to hear the other 
side, freedom to examine and weigh evidence 
impartially, freedom to express honest con: 
viction. No man can be said to know and 
love truth who is determined to hear only 
one side of a question, or is allowed to hear 
only ove side This is prejudice and 
ignorance and intellectual slavery. 

The Galway Libraries’ Committee can only 
justify their recent action by publishing the 
names of the Sooks which they have con- 
demned, and letting the public judge for 
themselves. The party in a suit which re- 
fuses to produce an important document 
gravely prejudices its case in the minds of

NATIONS. 


IRELAND’S DUTY AT GENEVA. 


Mr. Senator O'Farrell presided at a meeting 
which was held last night at 56 Dawson street, 
Dublin, under the auspices of the League of 
Nations Society of Ireland, to which Mr. 
Alec Wilson, of the headquarters staff of the 
League of Nations Union, delivered an ad 
dress on “ Ireland and the League of Nations, 
with special reference to the United States 
of America.” 

The Chairman said that it was important 
that they should study: international affairs. 
There were many people who were disposed 
to think that in order to be a good patriot 
one should display an abysmal ignorance ol 
international affairs. The development ol 
transport, wireless and airways had brought 


the different nations much nearer to each other 


than ever they Were before, and, whether we 
liked it or not, if any great war were to be 
precipitated we in jreiand should be pro- 
toundly affected. 

MR. WILSON. 
Mr. Wilson said that the question ol peace 
or war by England since the establishment of 
the League of Nations was uo longer at the dis- 
cretion of Whitehall. The British Domimons 
had shaken off Whitehall on the supreme ques- 
tion of British policy, and it was constitu. 
possible. for one part of the British 
Empire to be. carrying on war with another 
country while the other part was at peace 
if it were not for the Covenant of the League 
of Nations. This country had a great part to 
play in the development of the new organisa- 
tion. It was going to be much bigger than 
its geography or its population would suc- 
west. It was stated at Geneva by one of the 
Lelaneten attending the conferences that small 
nations could not afford to have foolish re- 
presentatives at Geneva. It was true, said 
Mr. Wilson, that the best work at Geneva 
had been done by the representatives of the 
small nations. It was, indeed, up to this 
country to send its best representatives to 
the Councils of the League of Natious. 
Mr. Wilson spoke of the attitude of America 
to the League from the time when the late 
President Wilson returned home from France 
after his policy had failed, which failure was 
due to the hostility of German and Irish- 
American elements. These, however, had 
been partly reconciled by both the Irish Free 
State and Germany becoming members of the 
League, and so America began to co-operate 
in the activities of the League. 


THE KELLOGG PACT. 

Referring to the Kellogg Pact, he said that 
the instrument begins where the Covenant of 
the League ends, but its weakness was that 
it did not supply any clerk m any govern- 
inent office with the means of settling a dis- 
pute. The reason why the United States did 
not put up a suggestion of the machinery for 
the settling of disputes was because they 
anticipated that the machinery that was 
already in the world was going to be used. 
A great deal of the machinery for settling 
dispute was in the League of Nations. One 
of the things that tended to keep the United 
States out of the League was that the Amer- 
can idea was not to recogmse the legal 
existence of war for any purpose. He believed 
that before long there may be something in 
the nature of a suggestion coming from the 
United States as to how they may be willing 
io co-operate with the rest of the world in 
preserving the peace of all nations. 

He did not think they would ever get the 
American Government to promise in advance 
that they would interfere, but he believed 
that we could cet from them a promise that 
if the Covenant of the Leagae and the 
Kellogg Pact were broken by any nation in 
defiance of its promise the United States 
would pledge that that nation would cet no 
economic assistance from the United States. 
An economic boycott was one of the strongest 
weapons that the League had. He also he- 
lieved that there was not a single unit in the 
world, outside the United States. which had 
get the possibility of influencing American 
opinion more than this little island of ours. 
lf we realise their point of view, and if we 
learn to appreciate our own position in the 
world as members of the League, all will be 


well. 
IRELAND'S DUTY. 

Senator Douglas, proposing a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Wilson, said that if President Cos. 
grave, Mr. de Valera, and Senator O'Farrell 
were to go to Geneva, the influence of the 
Free State with the Government of the United 
States would be greater than it is at present. 
The time was ripe for all parties to recognise 
that Ireland has a duty to perform at 
Geneva, and that her representatives’ work 
there may have an influence far above that 
which they might have because of the size 
of this country. From that would come Ire. 
land’s influence in America. The influence of 
the work done by the Free State representa. 
tiyes—-Mr, Blythe and the Attorney-Genera).— 
at the Council of the League recently in 
taking an independent line had been recog: 
nised by the Press of other countries. He 
helieved that the intention of the Govern- 
ment to establish representatives in Berlin 
and Paris would have a good effect, and that 
these men would keep the Government closely 
in touch with the League of Nations. i 

Sir Philip Hanson, seconding, said that the 
people who were coming together at Geneva 
were beginning to see what was best for every. 
body, and that the people who had the best 
ideas would prevail in the long run.

SPEAKER’S RULING. 

Mr. Speaker—I must give my ruling first. 
That is the ordinary course, and I hope it 
will be allowed to rest at that. It is most 
undesirable to continue any discussion on 
these matters that can be avoided. 
Proceeding, the Speaker said that Standing 
Order 76 must be read in conjunction with 
Standing Order 1 (9), which provided that the 
Chairman of Ways and Means do take the 
chair as Deputy Speaker when requested to 
do so by Mr. Speaker without any formal 
communication to the House. The formal 
communication to the House, was, in his view, 
a formality, and did not in the least detract 
from the power of the Deputy Speaker when 
in the chair to act within the full powers of 
the Speaker. What gave him the right to act 
was the fact that the Speaker was away, and 
that he was in the chair. He (the Speaker) 
was quite clear that the formal notice not 
being given did not in the least affect the 
power of the Deputy Speaker when in the 
chair. 
With regard to the division taken on the 
suspensions, that was a matter he could give 
no ruling upon. “TI was not there, and the 
only person able to decide that—and his de- 
cision cannot be questioned—is the Deputy 
Speaker, who was then in the chair.” 

A MISUNDERSTANDING. 
Proceeding, the Speaker said that Mr. Kyle 
had ut misconceived what was meant under 
Standing Order 9 as a definite matter of 
urgent public importance. It did not apply 
to a matter of this kind at all. It was in- 
tended where any matter of public importance 
arose outside the House—a question of public 
policy. As a matter of fact, it had never 
been made use of in that House, but it was 
a common occurrence in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. It was clearly and obviously never 
intended to apply to such a state of affairs 
as happened last Thursday week. 
“I am afraid that there is certainly no ap- 
peal to any higher tribunal,’ said the Speaker. 
“The Parliament must conduct its affairs in 
its own way, and it has given authority tothe 
Speaker, and in his absence the Deputy Speaker, 
to act and to enforce his authority, and there 
can be no appeal from that decision to any 
higher tribunal.”’ 
Mr. Kyle said that he accepted the 
Speaker's ruling, but asked :—When a division 
is challenged and the Deputy Speaker does 
not take cognisance of that fact, is the de- 
cision arrived at valid? Because, if it is 
valid, then it is a most strange proceeding. 
If it is not valid, then I hold that the suspen- 
sions should be declared null and void, 
because the Deputy Speaker acted in such a 
higoted way on that occasion. (Hon. 
members: “ No, no”; and “Order, order.’’) 
The Speaker—I am sorry the hon. member 
has spoiled his otherwise excellent exposition 
of the point of order by the last expression. 
He knows quite well that the only proper 
method of complaining about the conduct of 
the chair, whether Speaker or Deputy 
Speaker,, is by putting a motion on the paper 
that can be discussed. 
Mr. Kyle—I will do that.

DE-RATING BILL. 


Valuation (Apportionment) Bill, 
Kvle asserted that the bill was not 
comparable with the one before the British 
House of Commons, and said that the relief 
in rates to industrial concerns would be a 
further burden on the householders.

THIEPVAL MEMORIAL. 
On the second reading of the Appropriation 
Bill, 
Mr. Kyle protested against the payment 
of £1.255 to reimburse the Patriotic Fund in 
connection with the erection of the Thiepva! 
War Memorial. This payment, he said, was 
being made to cover up an illegality, because 
the Patriotic Fund was subscribed to help 
the ex-Service men and their dependants, 
hut was used to erect the war memorial. 
Last week he had seen a tremendous queue 
of ex-Service men looking for assistance from 
a charitable source. Thousands of ex-Service 
men were roaming the streets of Belfast, but 
the Government said that that was the busi- 
ness of the British Government, and not 
theirs. and that the ex-Service men could 
starve or go to the workhouse. It was mon- 
strous that the Government should impose 
this burden on the taxpayer, and the great 
bulk of the ex-Service men would rather see 
their idle comrades doing some work than sub- 
scribe to a war memorial. 
The second reading was passed, as was 
also the Committee stage and the third read- 


ing. 
AMENDING BILL. 


Mr. Geo. Henderson (Farmers) moved a 
resolution to the effect that, in the opinion 
of the House, the Government should 
approach the Imperial Government suggest- 
ing that other necessary amendments to the 
Northern Ireland Act, 1925, should be in- 
cluded in the Amending Bill recently intro- 
duced in the Imperial Parliament. 

Colonel Woods (Ind. Unionist) seconded. 
Viscount Craigavon said it was not 80 easy 
to approach the British Parliament, to make 
amendments as the mover seemed to think. 
There was great difficulty and complication 
in regard to asking the Imperial Parliament 
to introduce legislation dealing with Northern 
Ireland. It was not merely a matter 
of his ‘crossing over there and = saying 
“ You must do this or that.” This Amending 
Bill had been introduced after innumerable 
conferences with the Home Secretary and the 
Whips of the Imperial Parliament, and finally 
they were able to persuade the Home Secre- 
tary to introduce the bill, and that the 
Northern Government would stand the whole 
cost entailed thereby. If they had not done 
that thev would not have got a bill at all. 
He would not do anything that would imperil 
the bill going through the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. He would be prepared to call the 
conference suggested by Mr. Mark, and if 
there could be agreement on the outstanding 
questions he would approach the British Go- 
vernment to see if on the report stage of 
the bill amendments could be introduced to 
meet the difficulties. On-these grounds he 
would agree to the passing of the resolution. 
Mr. Kyle (Lab.) said that the Prime 
Minister was prepared to accede to the 
request of his political friends, though he 
would not accept the suggestions of Mr. 
Henderson.

BELFAST TRAFFIC AGREEMENT.

FREE STATE STATISTICS 
FOR THE YEAR 1927. 
INCREASE IN DEATHS 
| DUE TO CANCER, . 


With the exception of the years 1924 and 
1925, when slight increases were registered, 
there has been a continuous fall since 1917 
in the mortality from tuberculosis in the Irish 


Free State, and last year the number of 
deaths was 4,301, the lowest on record. 
Cancer and heart disease, on the other 


hand, continue to increase. The number of 
deaths from cancer last year was 4,113, the 
highest number ever yet registered in one 
year from thig disease, while the number of 
deaths from heart disease, 5,031, is the 
highest recorded for the last ten years. 

These important figures are embodied in 
the Registrar-General’s annual review of vital 
statistics. The report which has been pre- 
sented to the Minister for Local Government 
covers the year 1927. 

The number of deaths registered for the 
vear show an increase as compared with 
1926, and marriages and births show de- 
creases. The excess of births over deaths, 
it is pointed out, was more than counter- 
balanced by the net emigration. 

DEATHS. 

The deaths numbered 43,677 (21,812 males 
and 21,865 females), or 1,937 more than the 
number for 1926. This was equivalent to a 
rate of 14.77 per 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
| lation, which is lower than the average rate 
for the previous 10 years (15.39), but higher 
than the rates for 1925 (14.62) and 1926 
(14.05), The death rate for males (14.55) was 
slightly less than that for females (15). 

Phe increase in the total number of deaths 
was chiefly due to influenza, heart, and 
respiratory diseases. The principal epidemic 
diseases (enteric, measles, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough, diphtheria, diarrheal 
diseases, etc.) show a considerable decrease. 
Dublin County Borough, with 1.59 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, has the highest 
rate of any county or county borough under 
this group. The rates in the other parts of 
the Dublin Registration Area are :—Pembroke, 
0.95; Blackrock, 0.70; Rathmines and Rath- 
gar, 0.57, and Dun Laoghaire, 0.31. The rate 
for the whole country was 0.52. 

A further decline in the deaths from tuber- 
culosis is noted, the number ascribed to this 
disease in 1927 being the lowest yet recorded. 
The fal] in the curve between 1918 and 1925 
is very marked; but 1924 shows a slight 
upward convexity, which is continued in 1925, 
but turns downward again in 1926. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis 
numbered 4,301, or 1.45 per 1,000 of the 
“3-8” geome The corresponding rate in 
Northern Ireland was 1.41, in England and 
Wales 0.97, and in Scotland 1. 
CANCER. 

The deaths from cancer continue to increase, 
and in 1927 numbered 3,113, the highest yet 
recorded, or 92 more deaths than in 1926. 
The increase occurred entirely among males, 
of whom 1,657 deaths were registered, as com- 
pared with 1,558 in 1926, being an increase of 
99; whereas among females there were 1,456 
deaths registered, as against 1.463 in 1926, 
showing the slight decrease of 7 deaths. 
The continual rise in the mortality from 
cancer is one of the outstanding features in 
recent years, when this disease assumed an 
important place among the causes of death. 
The increase has not been continuous from 
year to year, but successive rises indicate the 
advance that is being made by the disease. 
This is particularly the case since 1923. In 
that year deaths from cancer increased by 
8 per cent. as compared with the previous 
year, and in 1924 they increased by 6 per 
cent. as compared with 1923. These two in- 
creases were followed by a decrease in 1925, 
amounting to 3.5 per cent., but this was 
again followed by a further and more than 
counterbalancing increase in 1926 of 8 per 
cent. as compared with the previous year. 

HEART DISEASE. 
To this group 5,031 deaths (of males 2.439 
and of females 2,592) were assigned, equiva- 
lent to a rate of 1.70 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, and contributing 11.5 per cent. to 
the mortality from all causes. The number 
of deaths from heart disease during the year 
under review is 375 above that for 1926 and 
275 above the average (4,756) for the ten 
vears 1917-26. 
Of the 5,031 deaths, 23 were ascribed to 
pericarditis, 151 to acute endocarditis and 
myocarditis, 98 to anyina pectoris, 1,239 to 
valvular disease, 97 to fatty degeneration, 
and in 3,443 instances the particular form of 
heart disease was unstated or was other than 
those enumerated above. 
Deaths from bronchitis and pneumonia also 
increased, those from bronchitis numbering 
2,610, or 177 above the number recorded in 
1926, and those from pneumonia 2,835 or 519 
above the number registered in 1926.

The number of deaths of infants under one 
vear of age registered in 1927 was 4.254. or

The number of deaths of illegitimate 
infants under one year of age was 506, or 
288 per 1,000 births registered, or more than 
four times the mortality amongst legitimate 
infants. Ten out of every 35 illegitimate 
infants born in 1927 died before the end of 
their first year. Of the total number of deaths 
of illegitimate infants 47 per cent. occurrdd 
in Dublin County and City. 

BIRTHS. 
The number of births registered during the 
year was 60,054, which is equivalent to 20.31 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, or 0.05 
below the average for the ten years 1917-26. 
The rate represented by births in Northern 
Ireland was 21.3, in England and Wales 16.6, 
and in Seotland 19.8 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion. 
The birth rate in the county boroughs and 
urban districts was 23.9 per 1,000 of the 
population, and for all rural districts 18.8.

Hunger in Russia, 


Anxiety weighs upon the rulers and the 
people of Russia: Long queues wait daily 
outside the co-operative stores for rations 
of bread and other foodstuffs. In former 
years, however stringent might be the 
fear of shortage, food queues were 
unknown at this season, so soon after the 
harvest. A dread of famine, therefore, 
has arisen. The Riga Correspondent of 
The Times explains the causes that have 
brought about this grave situation, 
Statisticians report that the total .grain 
harvest, was “about average,” but the 
distribution of the total was unfavourable, 
The Ukraine, in the eastern part of the 
Union of Soviet Republics, is one of the 
most important grain-growing regions. 
Normally it produces big quantities for 
export to the urban centres of Greater 
This year, however, the Ukraine 
suffered an exceptionally bad harvest. 
Already seventy-six districts within its 
borders are declared to be in urgent need 
of velief, and the distress is most severé 
in the immediate hinterland of the famous 
Ukrainian grain port, Odessa. Western 
Siberia is said to have a grain 
surplus, and populous European Russia 
thus becomes suddenly dependent on 
distant Asiatic Russia. In effect, the

loaves that are doled out to the queues | 


in Moscow and that sustain the hungry 
toilers of Leningrad must be baked from 
flour that has made a _ trans-continental 
journey. Bread is not alone in scarcity. 
Vegetables, including potatoes, do not 
reach the cities in sufficient quantities to 
meet the demand. In the autumn there 
was an acute shortage of meat. A glut 
succeeded. Investigation went to show 
that the high prices offered for meat, 
combined with the dearth of fodder, had 
tempted peasants to sell their productive 
live-stock. Speculators bought up beasts 
and sought to snatch fortunes from the 
hunger of the masses. Further, many 
Russians blame the Government for 


defects in the machinery of food distribu- 


tion. One-third of the private. shops have’ 


been compelled by the State to close, and 
their customers have besieged .the eo- 
operative stores before these agencies have 
succeeded in extending their sources of 
supply. Meanwhile angry discord has 
become manifest among the léaders of the 
Commaonist Party. One group seeks to 
stave off calamity by a modification of the 
economic system ; the other by ads ancing 
to vet more drastic and desperate 


measures. 


Waggon to Aercplane.’ 
A remarkable chapter in history 1s 
summarised in the life story of Mr. Ezra 
Mecker, who has died in Seattle at the age 
of ninety-seven. Seventy-seven years ago, 
as a young husband, he fared to lowa and 
thence to Oregon.

OBITUARY. 
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THE DEAN OF LIMERICK. 

We regret to announce that the Verv 
Rev. Thomas .. vlmer Pearson Hackett. 
D.D., Dean of Limerick, died in the Fitz- 
william Nursing Home, Dublin, yesterday, 
aged seventy-eight years. 

Dean Hackett was the oldest surviving 
clergyman in the Diocese of Limerick, where 
he had ministered since 1880. The eidest 
son of Thomas Hackett. 8 & AR of Castletown, 
King’s County, he was educated at Chester- 
field College and Trinity College, Dublin. In 
1877 he graduated with a Senwr Moderator- 
ship in mental and moral philosophy. He 
took the B.D. degree in 1889 and the D.V. 
in 1890. He had served as Curate of Cole- 
raine and Curate-in-Charge of Newecasile 
West. From 1881 to 1910 he was Rector of 
Kilmallock. In the latter year he was ap- 
pointed Rector of St. Michael's, Limerick. 
He was Archdeacon of Limerick from 1912 
to 1915, and had been Canon of St. Patricks 
Cathedra!, Dublin. since 1907. 

Dr. Hackett was appointed Dean of 
Limerick In 1915, and had acted 
as Chaplain to the Forces, He 
took a deep interest in Limerick 
Cathedral, and a few years ago extensive 
improvements in it were carried out under 
his supervision. 

As a member of. the Diocesan Council, Dy. 
Hackett held various important offices. Ie 
was a recognised authority on finance, he 
took an active interest in both religious an] 
secular education, and was a valued mem 
her of the Church Representative Body. As 
a voung man ‘he was fond of cricket and 
athletics, and though in late life he was toe 
busy to devote himself to one or other. he 
always encouraged healthy outdoor -pastimes. 
Dean Hackett was a general favourite in 
the Diocese of Limerick, and his death wil! 
be very much regretted.

A Crown Commission. 


I mentioned on Thursday last 
was probable that a py gE EE eal 
be set up to carry out the work of os 
Crown, necessarily suspended during the 
King’s ilJness.

The Government had 
hrought in a bill to prevent shady bankers 
from carrying on their industry, but they 
should take care because shady bankers 
were often backed by pseudo-journalism. 
M. Chastenet was equally insistent on 
the Government putting an end to the 
campaigns, the object of which was to do 
harm to the parliamentary régime. It 
had been stated that politicians were in- 
volved’ in this affair. If that were true 
they should strike without pity o® weak- 
ness. People ought not to be able to say 
that bankers made the law. 

M. Cheron, Minister of Finance, replied 
that as the matter had now been taken in 
hand by the proper legal authorities, the 
latter should be allowed to play their part. 
All possible light would be thrown on the 
matter. Moreover, he was of opinion that 
financial operations ought to be controlled, 
public savings protected, and the proceed- 
ings of financial touts and bucket shops 
prohibited.

CEREMONIAL BLESSINGS. 
Deeply moving were the three cere- 
monial blessings pronounced by the new 
Primate. His first benediction as Arch- 
bishop in his Cathedral Church was 
uttered from the steps of the sacrarium 
over the bowed heads of the bishops and 
hundreds of clergy and representatives of 
Church and State gathered in the choir. 
Alone, holding the primatial cross before 
him. he passed slowly through the choir 
to the steps of the nave. He blessed the 
kneeling congregation in the nave, and 
then walked through it to the wide open 
doors, and stood before the thousands of 
men, women and children who had come 
to Canterbury from all parts. They filled 
the close, and some had even scrambled on 
to the walls. From a stand. draped with 
imperial purple, the Archbishop surveyed 
the mass of uncovered heads beneath him. 
Then came his third benediction, perhaps 
the most touching of all. With the cross 
raised before him, in a gentle voice he 
blessed “ the city, the country and the 
people.” j 
Then the Archbishop moved again, and 
stood for a moment outside the cathedral 
doors, until the head of the imposing pro- 
cession of bishops, clergy and State digmi- 
taries emerged from the cathedral. With 
the primatial cross before him, he placed 
himself at the head of the processioy, and 
as the great congregation within, and the 
multitude without, joined in singing 
hymns, the procession moved slowly from 
the cathedral across the short open space 
to the Chapter House. 


BEFORE THE THRONE. 
Before the symbolic induction to St. 
Auvustine’s chair the Archbishop was in- 
stalled on the Archiepiscopal Throne.

PRIMATE’S SERMON. 


——_+- — | 
“THE PLIGHT OF THE 
CHURCH.” 
In his sermon at the enthronement 


ceremony, the Archbishop preached from the 
text: “I will lift up mine eyes unto the 
hills” (Psalm cxxi., 1). He said:—You 
have seen the ninety-fifth Archbishop of 
Canterbury placed with stately ceremony on 
his seat of rule. The man himself, with 
his own memories and hopes, his own sins 
and fears, you have not seen. Nor have 
you heard his inner cry for Divine mercy 
and help. Yet, surely you have not forgotten 
him, or failed to give him the succour of 
sympathy and prayer. But this Service is 
not merely an event in the life of one man. 
It is an event—if it be rightly interpreted, 
it might be a great event—in the life of 
Christ’s Holy Church in this realm of Eng. 
land. It might be an uplifting moment of 
remembrance, of vision, of resolve. I would 
bid myself and you lift up your eyes unto 
the hills where the winds of God are blow- 
ing and the range of His purpose for this 
Church lies open before our eyes. 

See with a swift glance of the imagina- 
tion the long procession of men who have 
tl.-s borne rule moving down through the 
thirteen hundred and thirty years since 
Augustine first preached the Gospel to Eng- 
lish folk. I have no time to speak of any 
of them by name. ‘They have passed into 
the world unseen, and the silence of the 
great cathedral enfolds and keeps their 
memories. But one, the last, still lives. As 
the long line files beforre our mind’s eye, 
we welcome, at its end, the familiar and 
beloved form of Randall Davidson, wise in 
counsel, steadfast in duty, large-hearted and 
single-minded in service. As he passes into 
his years of rest, his successor, to whom he 
has been an honoured master and a friend, 
most generous, asks him to leave some 
portion of his spirit, and this Assembly, re- 
wesentative of Church and nation, surrounds 
him with its gratitude end reverence. 

“Thirteen centuries! What vicissitudes in 
the life of the Church of England have 
marked their course! What flows and ebbs 
of spiritual tides, what successions of revival 
‘and stagnation, what conflicts, fruitful or 
‘barren; what chances used or lost. Yet 
through all the same Church endures. To- 
day, in the twentieth century of this service, 
the succession of its chief pastors is con- 
tinued. Its unchanging faith has been pro- 
claimed in the hymr wherein for ail cen- 
turies the Catholic Church has made the 
Creed a song of praise. This multitude 
shows the place which it still holds in the 
national life. In this persistence, this power 
of renewal, is there not a sure token that 
God has some special purpose for this 

. English part of His Holy Church? Let us 
try to discern it. 
CHURCH AND PEOPLE. 

** As the long history unfolds itself before 
your imagination, see how in each generation 
ib is interwoven with the history of the 
English people. See now in this century the 
nation moving outward in the world as a 
union of free and self-governing States, held 
together only by common memories and 
traditions, and common loyalty to the Crown. 
See. moving outward with it the Anglican 
Church, becoming a fellowship of free and 
self-governing Churches, held together by a 
common faith and order, and a common 
reverence for this ancient See of Canterbury. 
See how, the world over, the British race 
and the Anglican Church are touching and 
influencing for good or ill races on whose 
awakening and growth the future of the 
world depends. As each is thus impelled 
outward, it must become less and less merely 
national in outlook, more and more ready to 
accept a world-wide responsibility. 

“The mission of the Church of St. 
Augustine is no longer to Kent only, or to 
the realm of England only, or to the British 
Empire only, but to the world. AS you thus 
look out upon the world you see the field 
being everywhere cleared for one supreme 
conflict. It is not between one form of 
religion and another. It is between spiritua! 
religion im any form and a material 
civilisation claiming to be self-sufficient. 
As that civilisation advances, ancient religions 
crumble and fall. There is only one religion 
which can withstand it—and not withstand 
only, but redeem—enter and cleanse, and 
claim for God. It is the religion which 
appeals not to any one age or race, but to 
man hfmseli—the Gospel of the Son of Man. 

DESIRE FOR UNITY. 

“Yet behold the plight of the Church, 
which carries this Faith, as it meets the 
compact, self-confident, ever-advancing force 
of material civilisation. It is divided, cum- 
bered with old controversies, broken into 
schisms. Unless it can become one body, 
how can it give witness to the one faith 
and face the one world-task? Thank God, a 
strong desire for unity is moving through the 
broken ranks. Within this Cathedral to-day 
are representatives of many Christian 
‘hurches from many lands. Their presence, 
welcomed and hdnoured, testifies to the width 
and depth of the desire. God grant that it 
may become to all of us the constraint of a 
Divine call. God grant that, as the eyes of 
Christendom turn with longing to the vision 
of the Church, at unity in itself, the response 
from every part of it may be, ‘If I forget 
thee, O Jerusalem, let my right hand forget 
her cunning.’ ”’ 

“The journey must be long and difficult, 
but we can at least discern the ideal towards 
which it must move. There must be a 
common bond of faith and order, holding 
all parts of the one body together, keeping 
its identity in time and space, linking it to 
the life of the once undivided Church, and 
the first apostolic days. Yet with this there 
must be freedom to gather in new experiences 
of the spirit, new achievements of the mind, 
in all regions of the world. Order and free- 
dom, permanence and change—the one 
Church, must find place for both. On one 
or other its several parts will lay their stress; 
and this stress will be one of the gifts which 
each part bestows upon the wake. Yet if 
there were in Christendom some Church 
which had been enabied by its special history 
both to keep its hold on ancient order and to 
be open to the free movements of the mind 
and spirit, how. great might be its mediating 
influence in the quest of unity! 


THREE MAIN MOVEMENTS. 

“Brethren. ie it presumption, is it not 
rather humbling, yet inspiring faith, to see 
here God's place and purpose in Christendom 
for the Church, whose centre is the ancient 
See of Canterbury? We know—alas, too 
well—its weaknesses and failures. We know 
our lack of many gifts and graces: which 
other Churches may possess. But we lift up 
our eyes above our complaints and quarrels 
nnte the hills and see the idea!, and. there- 
fore, the real, Ecclesia Anglicana shining in 
the light of God’s purpose. We see there a 
Churck of which we have no cause to be 
ashamed. Let us accept as a at and 
solemn trust the place which His Providence. 
strangely, yet clearly, has given it in the 
world. 

‘*Plainiv, it is here in the actual life of 
the Church in England that the ideal must 
first he fulfilled. hree main movements of 
thought and experience are lodged within our 
household—Catholic, Evangelical, Liberal--- 
so we call them. Is any one of them an

| an aspect of truth, without which the Church 

would be impoverished, and its power to 
answer God's eall would be hindered ! Then 
why should they contend with one another ? 
Let each not only tolerate the others, but 
learn from them, and give its own witness, 
so that the fellowship of the one family of 
God be not broken, or even strained, but 
made more rich and true. 

“At 
events have eonfronted the Church in this 
Realm with special difficulties. They cannot 
be absent from our thoughts to-day. ‘The 
remembrance of them has surely given 
fervour. to your prayers. and deepened your 
sympathy with Him) on whom a heavy 
burden of ‘responsibility has now been laid. 
This is not the time or place to dwell upon 
them. No jarring note of controversy must 
be heard. Let this only be said about them 
now. . They are grave. They cannot be 
ignored, or covered over by an easy optimism, 
or allowed to drift, Large principles have 
emerged, affecting the relations of Church 
aod Misa, the thodes of their fellow-working 
for the common. weal, and the anthority over 
its own members which must reside in every 
self-respecting Church. But, just because the 
issues are grave, it is a time for thinking, 
not for shouting; for frank accéptaiice o 


the facts as they are, and of the 
problems which they raise; for. patient 
and purposeful search for. solutions 


“I cannot doubt that thoughtful men will 
come to see that in view of the immense 
changes which have passed over the life both 
of the nation and of the Church, the relations 
of the Church and State which reflected the 
conditions of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries cannot remain unchanged ; and also 
that some effective principle of authority 
within the Church itself must be accepted if 
freedom is not to become licence, and the 
reality of fellowship within one body is to 
be maintajned. 
A GREAT SACRIFICE. 

“The first duty, isto rise above these 

resent controversies, and to see them 
In their proportion—from the 
of God’s purpose. am moved to 
say very solemnly that, if, during 
this time of ‘transition and _ difficulty, 
any section or party within the State or the 
Church were to press its claim to the extreme 
limit, not only would the unity of the body 
be imperilled, but the Church would miss for 
a generation its chance of fulfilling God's 
purpose, both in England and throughout the 
world; nay, because His judgments are stern, 
it might lose its chance for ever. For the, 
sake of Christ and of His call, for the love 
we bear to the Church wherein He has placed 
us, I entreat all sections and parties to re- 
solve now to make a great spiritual move- 
ment of charity, considerateness, and self- 
restraint. Me 
~ “ Brothers and sisters in the Lord: I have 
tried—how feebly my heart knows well—to 
Jift up your eyes to the hills whence we can 
see the range of God's purpose for the Church 
of England. But I cannot close without, bid- 
ding you and all my fellow-Christians, of 
whatever communion, who are here presefit. to 
rise still higher, even to the glory of God as 
revealed in the only way our human eyes can 
behold it—in the light of the everlasting 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. For, after all, the 
supreme purpose for which the Church lives 
is everywhere and at all times to proclaim 
the glory of that Gospel. In the dust and! 
heat of controversy, in the routine of daily 
work, in the increasing busyness of the 
Church, there is ever the danger of losing 
its light and power. 

“We need now some fresh vision of the 
Gospel—of the Power, Wisdom, uty, 
Goodness of God, ever moving forth in Christ 
Jesus our Lord, under the impulse of infinite 
love to enter, redeem and perfect the life of 
man. If this ceaseless inflow of the Divine 
Life be fact, it is beyond question the most 
wondrous fact in the world, truly joyful 
tidings. A Church to whose own heart it is 
ever a Gospel cannot fail to proclaim it with 
joy and power. A Church itself evangelised 
must go forth with gladness to evangelise 
the world. 

** Think of the masses of our working folk 
who are toiling at this moment in field and 
factory, My heart goes out to them to-day— 
still more fully to A ew who are denied even 
the chance of toil. Think of the races now 
springing into new life across the seas. It is 
this Gospel of a supernatural world of power 
and hope and love breaking in upon the 
labour, the sorrow, the weariness of the 
world we see, that they are ever ready to 
hear. Only, they cannot believe it unless it 
is evidenced, not by words and forms,. but 
by the reality of vital experience, I know 
that in the depths of your hearts you long 
for a revival within the Church of its hold 
upon the Gospel. May I dare, on this great 
day, to call the Church of England, to ask 
all my fellow Christians, to set oúr desires, 
our prayers, our plans this way?) New hope 
and power would come to the Church in the 
midst of its labours if, through a fresh vision 
of the glory of the Gospel, it could exchange 
the spirit of heaviness for the garment of 
praise. 

_“* And here forgive a personal word, most 
diffidently spoken. hers is any man if 
this great assembly who needs strength from 
God, it is he who has been the centre of 
your thoughts and prayers. But I know 
that something more than strength to bear 
the burden is needed—even the inward 
spiritual joy which can make it light. I 
would fain take as my own watchword, ‘ The 
Lord is my Strength and my Song.’ I would 
fain give it as a watchword to the Church. 
Therefore, brethren, lift up your eyes unto. 
the hills, lift up your hearts unto the Lord :- 
and with angels and archangels, and with all 
the company of heaven laud and magnify His 
glorious name, evermore praising Him and 
saying: “ Holy, holy, holy, Lord God of Hosts, 
heaven and earth are full of Thy glory; glory

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“ LIFE DRAMA ” LIBEL.

” REMARKABLE CASE IN 
LONDON, 

Before the Lord Chief Justice, Lord 


Hewart, and a special jury in the King’s 
Bench Division, London, yesterday, William 
Cooper Hobbs, of Thames Ditton, Surrey, 
claimed damages for alleged libel from C. 
Timling and Co., Ltd., the proprietors and 
ublishers of The Liverpool Evening Express. 

he alleged libel was contained in an article 
published on March 10th, 1925, under the 
headings: “ How Hobbs Gained £250,000,”’ 
“Two Years’ Sentence on Versatile Crook,” 
“ Life Drama,” “' Protecting Criminals and 
Snatching Fortunes.” 

THE ARTICLE. 

The article, it was stated, asserted that 
Hobbs had amassed a fortune estimated by 
the police at £250,000. 

The defendants admitted publication of the 
article, but contended that it did not bear 
the meaning put upon it. 

COUNSEL’§ STATEMENT. 

Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., for Mr. Hobbs, 
described the article as a cruel and cowardly 
publication, containing 24 distinct defamatory 
allegations and 13 or 14 distinct libels. The 
whole article, counsel declared vehemently; 
is a pack of malicious lies, and is a malicious 
invention published on a broken and beaten 
man, 

Mr. Norman Birkett, on behalf of thie 
newspaper, complained of what he termed the 
+ gg 4 improper and wrong manner in which 
Mr. Hobbs has intentionally omitted to hand 
to the defendants’ advisors copies of many 
of the documents relevant to the issue. It 
will be made plain, said counsel, that one of 
the defences is that Mr. Hobbs is of worthless 
reputation, and we want to see ai] the docu- 
ments—the Robinson settlement document, 
for instance.

«Jt will,” he concluded, ‘“‘enter upon its

There was an idea that the State should do 


should do things that conceivably should be 
done by the individuals, but which they 
could oniy do for themselves with some difh- 
culty, and which they could only do for 
themselves.it they were ‘able to organise very 
thoroughly in voluntary organisations of one 


sort or another. . 

Nearly all laws Feis involved an increase 
in the activity of the State, such as the provi- 
sion of meals for school children, medical in- 
spection of school childrén, compulsory at: 
tendance at. school, regulating the export of 
eggs and butter, censorship of literature— 
whatever! the laws were they all involved the 
undertaking of new duties and activities of 
the State. ‘On the other hand, he thought that 
there was no tendency in this country, at all 
events, for the State to push its powers too 
far against the individual. He thought that 
there was no tendency to have the laws ad- 
ministered too drastically—- he thought that, 
perFaps, the contrary was the case, and that 
it was difficult to get the laws administere 
as rigidly as they ought to be; but he did 
not feel that this increase “ State activity 
which was going on there and in every coun- 
try was likely to threaten the essential liberty 
of the individual. 

Nobody could deny that there was a certain 
movement of opinion against Parliamentary 
Government. It might be that certain things 
that had happened, such as the setting up of 
other forms of vernment in Hurope in 
recent years, had produced that. It might 
vepresent ofly a temporary” phase, 
but, on the other hand, it m 
methods of dealing with public business and 
new institutions had changed public opinion. 
At all events, it was clear that people were 
troubled by the delays in Feriamentery 
methods, by a certain slackness that too 
place, by the inability that was frequently 
seen to get the right thing done, although 
on nearly all hands it was acknowledged that 
it was the right thing. 


THE RAILWAYS. i 

Ccuntries which had the railways direct! 
owned by the State had found it impossible 
to have these railways efficiently and pro 
managed, because of the voting power of the 
railway employés being used in their own 
interests. In the particular cate he had in 
mind, a method had to be found which, 
while leaving the railways State property, 
took the control of them out of the hands of 
Parliament and out of the hands of Ministers, 
and but them into the hands of a specially 
appointed Board, which he might call an 
irresponsible Board. ) 

The Auditor had made reference to Fascism 
and Sovietism, and seemed to think that 
what was taking place in Italy and Russia 
was wholly bad. 

“I would like myself to suspend judg- 
ment,’’ declared Mr. Blythe. ‘‘I do not 
think that the liberty of the individual neces- 
sarily depends on the maintenance of any 
particular political system. In fact, it may 
well be that the liberty of the individual 
will suffer through the maintenance too long, 
or under ehahged circumstances of a system 
which was originally the best that could 
be found. would. like to suspend 
judgment. UndoubtedJy great experiments 
in Government are in aig” in those two 
countries. They started, it seems to me, by 
tackling the problem from different angles, 
and whether they will arrive at similar con- 
clusions I do not know. In regard to Russia, 
while many hateful things have been done, 
we must. remember what that country was 
before the  revolution—an _ ill-governed 
country, in which tyranny was rampant and 
in which ignorance was, so to speak, 


fostered. 
SITUATION IN RUSSIA, 

“It was only natural that, when such an 
order as existed in pre-war Russia came to 
be overturned, there should be great and, 
perhaps, long-continued excesses, but it may 
well be that something of value—of great 
value—to mankind will come out of the 
gropings for a new way to manage things 
that are going on in Russia; and it may well 
be that things of great valne to all of us will 
come out of the attempts that are bein 
made in Italy to establish a new type o 
Constitution and to do public work in a new 
way and in a new spirit, “That may happen, 
although both those experiments may fail to 
give any of the results that those conducting 
them are looking for,” 

In connection with the State, its duties 
and its rights in relation to the Government, 
they had now, the Minister _ proceeded, 
to take into account the gue of 
Nations -and its work.. He had had the 
privilege: of attending two assemblies 
of the League at Geneva. To the first 
assembly he went with. great doubt in his 
mind as to whether the aice of Nations 
was of any value at all, as to whether the 
whole thing was not a sort of white-washing 
machine, maintained and operated by the 
Great Powers for their own ends. He came 
away convinced that the League of Nations 
held the: promise of most invaluable work 
for mankind in the future. The League had 
already done something in certain territories 
to secure yights for the individual which the 
State in his peculiar circumstances might not 
have accorded to him. 

“1 believe,” said Mr. Blythe, “that if we 
had another war like the Great War our 
civilisation would go to pieces. On whatever 
side our sympathies might have been in the 
struggle at home, all of us know that the 


actual war in our midst had a most de- 
moralising effect on great numbers of 
individuals. 


“ As we pass away from the effects of the 
world-war, and as the forces working for 
peace are successful, I believe that evils not 
merely economic, but moral, wil] pass away.”

OPPOSITION TO COMPULSION. 

In the. coursé of his inaugural address, 
which dealt with ‘‘The State and the In- 
dividual,” the Auditor, Mr, Domhnall 
O’Grianna, said that the national language 
was the. chief psychological asset the 
nation, enshrining as it did most of its 
literature, history and general culture. Could 
they afford to let it die? No. When a 
nation ‘was in danger of losing a possession 
of such national importance it was the duty 
of the State to strive to preserve it. 

“ Hostility and indifference towards the 
language the part of the people,” said 
the speaker,,“ is usually founded on ignorance 
or préjudice, and só is unreasonable; there- 
tove, it should not. deter the Government from 
saving the language. 

“At the same time the State would do 
well to. dispel hostility or indiffeernce by 
enlightening the people as to the importance 
of the language. "Thus. hostility will give 
way to interest, if not enthusiasm, in the next 
generation, if not in this one. 

“A wise statesman considers the future 
as well as the present. Therefore, the State 
is entitled to spend money in saving the 
national language,” because of what the 
language means to the public good of the 
nation. ‘By ‘good’ I mean ee or 
epiritual . Does not suc iritual g 
react favourably on the economic position?”

Mr. Monks (instructed by Messrs. Ryan 
and O’Brien) applied on behalf of the plain- 
tiff for av order that the defendants 6 
authorised and appointed to defend the action 
on behalf of the members (other than the 
pein’) of the Irish Kennel Club and An 
rd Chomhairle (Executive Council) and 
General Purposes Committee of the club. 

in the plenary summons the plaintiff claims 
a declaration that a decision of Henry B. 
Fottreli and Richard Butler, made on or 
about November, 1927, as members of the 
General Purposes Committee of the Irish 
Kennel Club, purporting to be a decision of 
the Committee, fining her £5 for an alleged 
breach of a rule or rules of the club, was 
irregular, contrary to natural justice, and 
void; a declaration that a decision of An 
Ard Chomhairle of the club made in Novem- 
ber or December, 1927, purporting to have 
been made on appeal from, and to confirm 
the purported decision of the General Pur- 
poses Committee, was irregular, contrary to 
natural justice, and void; a declaration that 
the fine of £5 purporting to have been iu- 
flicted on the plaintiff was excessive and out 
of all proportion to the gravity of the 
breach involved; a declaration that a deci- 
sion of An Ard Chomhairle of the club made 
on or about the 16th March, 1928, refusin 
to reconsider their decision or to rescind, 
alter or modify it, was contrary to natural 
justice, irregular, and void, and not binding 
on the plaintiff; and an order setting aside 
the decisions referred to, and for the return 
of the £5 fine. 

Mrs. Forde, the plaintiff, in an affidavit 
rounding the application, referred to the 
rish Kennel Clug Stud Book, Vol. 1. The 
volume was published in the year 1925, and, 
as far as she knew, was the only volume pub- 
lished. It contained the names of the officers 
of the Council of the Club for the year 
1924, from which it would be seen that the 
def-ndant the Hon. Mr. Justice Henry Hanna 
was chairman and one of the trustees; that 
the defendant Henry B. Fottrell was vice- 
chairman and one of the members of the 
General Purposes Committee, and that the 
defendant Richard G. Quirke was secretary. 
The constitution and regulations for the club 
wete set out. Clause 2 of Part I. provided 
that members of the Irish Kennel Club shall 
be (a) certain specialist clubs; (b) certain 
local canine clubs, show committees and 
agricultural! societies; and (c) honorary and 
associate members. There was a fist of 
twenty-six specialist clubs affiliated to the

Recently it had been necessary for the com- 
pany to get further working capital, having 
regard to the big duties on whiskey and the 
ressure brought upon the company by the 

nk to pay off a debt due to it. £142,000 
worth of new shares of 5s. each, called ‘“‘ A” 
shares, were now being subscribed for. They 
would be offered, in the first instance, for 
subscription to the existing shareholders, and 
in future 75 per cent. of the profits of the 
company would be applicable to the new 
shares. Part of the agreement was that the 
existing shares should be reduced in value, 
and the reduction was entirely due to the 
fact that the assets of the company were not 
of the value at which they were written up 
in the company’s books. On June 50 last 
the assets of the company appeared in the 
books at over a million pounds. The present 
value of such assets did not exceed 00 
odd. Dedúcting the amount of the liabilities, 
£472,000, from the present value of th 
assets, it appeared that the surplus amounted 
to £190,000, and accordingly it was proposed 
to reduce the capital to the extent of 
£460,000. The reduction of the capital was 
simply on account of assets which were not 
now forthcoming. 

Mr, Justice Kferedith—This really affects 
mainly the rights of the shareholders. 

Mr. Wilson—It is purely a domestic matter. 

Mr. Levingston’s affidavit set out (inter 
alia) that it was the company’s intention, 
now that additional capital had been 
obtained, to pursue an extensive advertising 
campaign with a view to popularising its 
whiskey, both in the home and foreign mar- 
kets, and to this end Mr. M. C. Harman, 
Chairman of the Rock Investment Com- 
pany, TAd., who holds a. very bigh 
position in London ín the financial 
world, had agreed to join the directorate 
aud become chairman of the company. 
It would. the affidavit further set out, be 
niost detrimental to the future success and 
prosperity of the company, particularly in 
foreign markets, if the company had to use 
the words “ and reduced ” as part of its title. 
It would, moreover, delay the advertising 
schemes, and consequently might have far- 
reaching effects on the Christmas trade of the 
company. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—I think, having 
regard to the fact that the words “and 
reduced’ stuck on to whiskey would be a 
discouragement coming on to Christmas, and 
might cause misapprehension on the part of 
consumers—(laughter)—I will dispense with 
the words “and reduced.” He added that 
there were several notable cases of companies 
with assets of over a million who had reduced 
their shares during recent years. 

Mr. Wilson—There are great hopes that the 
position of the company will be improved. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—When was the com- 
pany founded? 

Mr. Wilson—In the year 1889.

The hearing was resumed of the “ga by 
Patrick J. McCormack, merchant, Balbriggan, 
the defendant in the case of Murphy. v. 
McCormack, in connection with thé operation 
of the Local Registration of Title (Ireland) 
Act, from a judgment of Mr. Justice Wylie, 
reversing on appeal an order of the Registrar 
of Titles, dated 25th IE last, refusing an 
application by Joseph Murphy, the registered 
owner of land in the County of blin, 
described on folio 968, for an order, under 
Order 1V., Rule 16, of the Land Registry 
Rules, cancelling the entry of a judgment 
mortgage for £114 19s. registered on the 
folio on the 13th of August, 1920, by Patrick 
J. McCormack against the interest of Philip 
Gilsenan (a previous registered owner) in the 
lands comprised iv the folio. 

The Registrar refused Murphy's application 
to cancel the entry of the judgment mortgage 
on the record on the ground that the barony 
in which the lands are situated was omitted. 

In reversing the Registrar’s order, Mr. 
Justice Wylie stated that he was of opinion 
that the description of the Jands sought to be 
affected by the folio number in the affidavit 
was a sufficient description of the lands for 
the purpose of Section 6 of the Judgment 
Mortgage Act so far as registered land was 
concerned. A judgment creditor, he said, did 
not become a purchaser for valuable eon- 
sideration by registering an affidavit of bis 
judgment. 

Mr. Meredith, K.C., and Mr. F. O'Connor 
(instructed by Messrs. Gore and Grimes) ap- 
peared for the appellant and defendant; and 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Monks (instructed 
by Mr. J. Sheil) for the respondent and 
plaintiff. 

For the appellant it was contended that his 
rights as a judgment mortgagee were fully 
protected in the circumstances under the pro- 
visions of the Local Registration of Title Act 
and the Judgment Mortgage Act, and that 
the judgment appealed from, which, if 
affirmed, would prevent the appellant from 
recovering his just claim as a creditor, could 
not be sustained. 

lt was submitted on behalf of the respon- 
dent that the requirements of the Statutes 
had not been complied with by the judgment 
mortgagee, afid that the omission ba the 
affidavit of the barony in which the lands are 
situated was a vital nfatter in the case, 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned.

Pafrick O'Connell, armer, of Heirhill,

Mr. Carrigan, K.C,, and r. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor). prosecuted; Mr. T. O'Donnel! (in- 
structed by Mr. J. D, O'Connell, solicitor, 
Tralee) defended. 

THE TROUBLED PERIOD. 

Mr. Carrigan said that on July 27, 1922, 
the accused man was the owner of a shop 
and premises at Heirhill, about thirteen miles 
from Tralee, where he carried on the business 
of provision merchant with his wife and 
family. In that year of trouble the defen- 
dant had claimed that his house had been 
maliciously burned. The jury were well 
aware that the trouble of 1922 cost the 
country more than it could afford. It cost 
millions of pounds. It was on this account 
that. the accused man seized the opportunity 
to defraud the State. His case was put for- 
ward at the first Court in November, 1 

For the house he claimed £1,140 3s. 8d., and 
for the contents a sum of £1,345 17s. Od. In 
making his claim, the accused man had 
enhanced the value of evérything. His claim 
was refused, but on appeal before a Special 
Commissioner at Tralee, in 1925, it was recog- 
nised, and he was awarded £774 for the 
house and £520 for the furniture, with costs. 

A PIANO. 

In March this year a labourer made a 
discovery in a stack of hay. Accused man 
said that it was the drum of a threshing 
machine, and that he knew it was there. 
The piece of furniture, however, was a piano, 
that cost £62, but was valued against the 
ratepayers in this claim at £70, 

The Guards heard of this, and immediately 
investigated the affair, which resulted in the 
resent case. A number of pieces of furni- 
Gent, to the value of £307 12s. 6d., that were 
claimed for by the accused man, were found 
hidden in out-houses, and even in the new

Sergeant J. Gibbon, Tralee, said that 
during a search of the house and out-houses 
of the premises occupied by the accused 
man witness and a party of Civic Guards 
had found various articles of furniture. In- 
side the drawer of a dressing-table, found 
in the loft, witness discovered an old 
envelope addressed to “Mr. O'Connell” and 
bearing a postmark date of July, 1921. In 
the same drawer he also found a doctor's 
prescription for Vincent O'Connell, bearing 
a date in 1919. 

Detective Sullivan gave evidence of 
searching the house, and finding im it a 
further number of articles of furniture which 
corresponded with those on the list of articles 
alleged to have been destroyed. They re- 
moved those articles. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Donnell, the 
witness stated that they had removed virtually 
every article of furniture from the dwelling- 
house of the accused man. 

Sergeant McNulty and Sergeant McDyer 
gave similar evidence.

ADELAIDE HOSPITAL. 


—— 
THE NEW MEDICAL WING. 


The new medical wing of the Adelaide 
Hospital, Dublin, was declared open, In the 
presence of a large and representative gather- 
ing, yesterday alternoon by the Hon. Mrs. 
Flunket. a 

Dr. Henry Bewley, explaining the need for 
the new wing, said that originally that wing 
was used to accommodate typhus and typhor 
cases. About the year 1890 these cases 
became very rare in Dublin. and now for 
about twenty years no cases of these diseases 
had been nursed in the hospital, with the 
result that the wards were empty. During 
the war and up to about two or three years 
ago military patients were treated in the 
wing, but since then such cases were not 
coming to Dublin, 

With the advance of surgery the demand 
for surgical beds increased, and it was 
essential to provide for them. They did so 
by adding the new medical wing. A lift had 
been erected and the whole building renovated 
and decorated at a cost of 04,000, and ac- 
commodation was provided for thirty-six beds 
iu the general ward and six private wards. 
In addition, in an entirely separate part of 
the building, there are three wards capable 
of taking twenty fever cases. 

The hospital had not received any specific 
sums towards this expenditore, and they ap- 
pealed with confidence to the friends and 
supporters of the hospital to assist them in 
meeting this very necessary expenditire. 
(Ap lause. ) 

The Hon. Mrs. Plunket, who performed the 
opening ceremony, said that, although she 
would hardly like to wish that the wards 
would be always filled, still she was desirous 
that the useful work that the hospital was 
earrving on would be continued with 
| efficiency. ( Applause. )
